RATIONS FOR CHICK FEEDING 



FIRST TO FIFTH DAY: 

Feed five times each day the following: 
Moisten with sour milk. 
8 pounds rolled oats. 
8 pounds bread crumbs or cracker waste. 

2 pounds sifted beef -scrap (best grade). 

1 pound bone meal. 

Also feed as grain, twice each day. in light litter or straw or leaves, 

3 pounds cracked wheat. 

2 pounds fine cracked corn. 
1 pound pinhead oatmeal. 

Feed sour skimmed milk or buttermilk sparingly. 

FIVE DAYS TO TWO WEEKS: 

Place before the chickens in hopper so they will have it always 
available : 

3 pounds wheat bran. 
3 pounds corn meal. 

3 pounds wheat middlings (or shorts). 
3 pounds beef -scran (best grade). 

1 pound bone meal. 

If sour skimmed milk or buttermilk is always available, omit 
beef -scrap. 

In addition, moisten this mash with sour milk to be fed sparingly 

three times a day. 
Feed as grain, twice a day in good, dry litter, 
3 pounds cracked wheat. 

2 pounds cracked corn (fine). 
1 pound pinhead oatmeal. 

Sour skimmed milk or buttermilk always available. 



TWO WEEKS TO FOUR WEEKS: 

Feed as above (five days to two weeks) except that the moistened 
mash is fed twice each day. 

FOUR WEEKS TO SIX WEEKS: 

Place before the chicks so they will have it always available: 
3 pounds wheat bran. 
3 pounds corn meal. 
3 pounds wheat middlings (or shorts). 
3 pounds beef -scrap (best grade). 

1 pound bone meal. 

If sour skimmed milk or buttermilk is always available, omit beef- 
scrap. 

In addition moisten this mash with sour skimmed milk and feed 
once each day, all they will consume in twenty minutes, and 
remove the balance. 

Feed as grain, in dry, clean litter twice each day : 
3 pounds whole wheat, 

2 pounds cracked corn. 
1 pound hulled oats. 

Sour skimmed milk or buttermilk always available. 



Provide fine grit, charcoal, shell and bone from the start 
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
